In The Seroe Colorado 

SS Oranjestad’s Propeller Awaits On Her Final Destination 




ORANJESTAD - On April 
18th this year, after 67 years, 
a dive team consisting of: 
Percy Sweetnam, Dick de 
Bruin, Andre Loonstra, 

Rigo Hoencamp, and 

Paulus Martijn, salvaged 

the propeller of the lake 
tanker SS Oranjestad. When 
the salvage project was 
completed several steps were 
taken for the realization of a 
WWII monument. This SS 
Oranjestad lies in front of 
the refinery in a depth of 225 
feet/69 meters. 

The propeller becomes part 
of a WWII monument in 
the Seroe Colorado. The 
monument will be dedicated 
to those who lost their lives 
during WWII while in Aruba 
working for and defending 
the refinery and the island 
that supplied a large portion 
of the fuel used by the 
Allies. The historical torpedo 
attacks on the Aruban coast 
were done by a German 
submarine, U-156, on the 
early morning of February 


16, 1942. The torpedoed 
tanker, SS Oranjestad was 
the first tanker to be sunk in 
Aruba and the entire western 
hemisphere, where 15 of her 
crew members lost their lives 


that early morning. 

Recently, the propeller 
was professionally cleaned 
by a well-known cleaning 
company Mourik Caribbean 
N.V. in San Nicolas. With 
the newest technics, they 
removed the sticking corals. 
The original bronze coler 
came up and shined directly 
under the Aruban sun. 

Aruban historian, Dufi Kock, 
and the dive team started 
the SS Oranjestad Memorial 
Committee and opened a 
bank account at the Caribbean 
Mercantile - Noord branch, 
where interested people can 
give donations for the WWII 
monument. 

The SS Oranjestad Memorial 
Committee has contacted 
the office of the Minister of 
Culture, Mr. Ramon Lee to 
discuss possible sites that 
the government could make 
available for the monument. 
It is hoped that the decision 
of the site can be made as 
soon as possible by Minister 
Ramon Lee in order to be in 
time for the groundbreaking 
ceremony by june 23, during 


the Lago Aruba Reunion of 
the ex-Lago people, many 
of whom were there during 
the attacks. Approximately 
200 Lagoites with their 
families will be in Aruba for 
this reunion and we expect 
many more if we can provide 
positive confirmation of the 
groundbreaking ceremony 
during the reunion.

Wrong Turn

Ah, how we hate 
taking a wrong turn. Of course, 
sometimes we have to take 
personal responsibility that we 
were either exploring or not 
following directions and end 
up in a dead end road. Getting 
lost symbolically means you 
are worried about an impending 
move. 

InMedieval Latin vertere 
“to turn” evolves into turning 
into a side street or “byway,” 
with the Latin “diverticulum”. In 
medicine today a deverticulum is 
a pouch or sac that has formed 
in the lining of the mucous 
membrane of a hollow organ, 
especially in the bowel when 
the muscle ruptures the bowel 
wall. Ouch! This condition is 
called diverticulitis, a fancy 
word for intestinal inflammation 
that causes the colon walls to 
collapse into pockets of infected 
material. This causes severe 
abdominal pain, often with fever 
and constipation. 

Lately two of my 
buddies have developed 
diverticulitis and both should 
know better. They just lost their 
way, hopefully momentarily. 
Both have been told by allopathic 
doctors that they have to increase 
their dietary fiber and “live with 
the disease” by taking drugs for 
the rest of their lives. 

My buddies know 
where they took the wrong turn, 
by not staying on their metabolic 
food list which resulted in a 
binge of processed foods and 
poor digestion. Poor digestion 
results in two primary problems. 
Food is not broken down into 
the elemental building blocks 
necessary for the body to rebuild 
itself and generate energy. 
Secondly, bad digestion results in 


food remnants in the gut causing 
several pathological reactions. 

Poor digestion irritates 
the intestines, causing an increase 
in the rate material goes across 
the cells in the intestinal wall. 
Undigested protein can then leak 
across into the lymph system and 
then into general circulation, with 
the immune system reacting to 
the foreign invaders. The immune 
system becomes overtaxed and 
runs down. With depleted oxygen 
and fuel, the immune cells wear 
out faster and do not reproduce 
properly. 

Undigested food can also 
become a breeding ground for 
Candida albicans and parasites.

Medical physician I believe that 
the physical action of the colon is 
to separate the “pure from the not- 
pure”. From our colon we absorb 
water, electrolytes and some 
vitamins, especially the B types. 
However, the majority of bowel 
content is expelled from the body 
and, thus, the emotional aspect 


of the organ is about “letting go 
issues”. In our clinic I have never 
met a sick colon, whose mind 
was not grappling with emotional 
issues that they could not let go. 

Internists while 

performing colonoscopy see 
pockets which indicate an 
unhealthy colon. Doctors report 
that over 50% of Westerners 
possess diverticulum. 

Diverticulitis colae can be 
serious by creating an opening 
or passage between the colon 
and the bladder. Some people 
will show residual fecal material 
trapped in these pockets. Some 
have held onto the stool pockets 
for decades. A toxic dumpsite 
like this is dangerous because 
the poisons consistently leak 
into your blood and lymphatic 
systems. 

As for the advise to 
increase your fiber, watch out! 
If your blood type is O and you 
use an over-the-counter wheat 
product to increase your fiber 
you will feel worse. Wheat husks 
react negatively to O blood 
types, thickening your blood and 
producing gas. The difference in 
colon bacteria and blood group 
antigens in the colon are reasons 
that different blood groups seem 
to do better on different types of 
fibers. Brown rice works well for 
all blood types. 

Once we have you 
back on tract eating from your 
blood type food list an excellent 
treatment is colon hydrotherapy, 
a safe medical procedure that 
detoxifies the colon with clean 
water. It’s a healing technique 
for the relief of irritable bowel 
syndrome with gas and bloating, 
chronic constipation, abdominal 
discomfort, and many other colon 


problems.

Pro 
means for and biotic mean life, 
this means they are “for or pro 
life.” Antibiotic is against life. 
Anyone taking antibiotics needs 
pro-biotics to replace the body’s 
friendly bacteria.

friendly bacteria found in the 
digestive tract. Lactobacilli are 
able to “balance” unfriendly 
bacteria because when they 
produce lactic acid. In other 
words, lactobacilli don’t 
destroy the unfriendly bacteria; 
they alter the environment, 
evicting them. Lactobacilli 
have other benefits. They help 
normalize cholesterol levels, 
and control Candida albicans.

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California Supreme 
Court Upholds Prop 8 

The Nation — As expected the California Supreme Court 
upheld Proposition 8 by a vote of 6-1. It also ruled that the 
18,000 same-sex couples who got married last year are still 
married. It’s a long and technical decision (about 180 pages) 
with two concurring opinions and a concurring and dissenting 
opinion—so I haven’t fully digested it. But two things to note: 
First, under California law, there is no material difference 
between marriage and domestic partnership. Not one of those 
18,000 married couples got any new rights or benefits that 
California’s DP did not already provide; they only acquired 
the term marriage itself. Of course, as a state, California 
cannot grant any of the federally provided rights and benefits 
of marriage, but as a matter of state law, the two categories 
are substantively equal. Indeed, in part, that’s why the court 
held that Prop 8 was an amendment to the CA constitution, 
and not a broader, more fundamental revision, which would 
have required more than just an up or down popular vote. As 
the majority opinion argues: Instead the measure carves out 
a narrow and limited exception to these constitutional rights, 
reserving the official designation of the term “marriage” for 
the union of opposite-sex couples...but leaving undisturbed 
all the other extremely significant substantive aspects of a 
same-sex couple’s state constitutional right to establish an 
officially recognized and protected family relationship... 

I know people’s emotions are very raw now; there are dozens 
of rallies planned around the country tonight. That’s all fine 
and good. But the decision on whether or not to sink massive 
dollars and resources into an initiative to reverse Prop 8 in 
2010 (remember, Prop 8 was the second most expensive 
election in the country in 2008; only the presidency cost 
more), should take this relative equality into account. 
There are dozens of states where same-sex couples have no 
partnership rights whatsoever; states where it is still legal to 
fire someone because they are gay; a federal Employment 
Non-Discrimination Act is still stalled in Congress. Aren’t 
those better and more inclusive movement goals than an 
uphill initiative that would give same-sex couples the M- 
word in one state only? 

Second, Justice Kathryn Werdegar’s concurring opinion 
contained a tantalizing thread of argument. She joined with 
the majority in upholding Prop 8, but also wrote: 

...all three branches of the government continue to have 
the duty...to eliminate the remaining important differences 
between marriage and domestic partnership, both in substance 
and perception. □ 



Obama’s Past May Aid Sotomayor Critics

President Obama’s political 
problem, to the extent one 
can exist on a pick almost 
surely to succeed, is now as 
much his background as Sonia 
Sotomayor’s. Obama voted 
against President George W. 
Bush’s two Supreme Court 
nominees, John Roberts 
and Sam Alito. Obama also 
supported the Democratic 
filibusterofAlito’snomination. 
It remains to be seen how 
vehemently conservatives will 
challenge Sotomayor. But it’s 
clear Obama chose a candidate 
that will arouse conservatives 
in opposition rather than one 
who will simply irk them, and 
this White House knew it.

philosophical critique can be 
broken down into one sound 
bite is of little benefit to a 
president that has already 
failed to make good on his 
promise to lessen partisan 
polarization. 

In a quote you will see 
looped until she is confirmed, 
Sotomayor sat on a Duke 
University panel in February 
2005 and said that the U.S. 
Court of Appeals “is where 


policy is made.” 

“All of the legal defense funds 
out there, they’re looking for 
people with Court of Appeals 
experience. Because it is, 
Court of Appeals is where 
policy is made,” she said in 
a professorial tone. Aware of 
the gravity of the comment, 
she offered a casual caveat. 
“And I know, and I know, that 
this is on tape, and I should 
never say that. Because we 
don’t,” putting her hands up 
to signify air quotes, “make 
law, I know.” As the audience 
laughed, she continued, 
“Okay, I know. I know. I’m 
not promoting it, and I’m not 
advocating it. I’m, you know. 
Having said that, the Court 
of Appeals is where, before 
the Supreme Court makes 
the final decision, the law is 
percolating. It’s interpretation, 
it’s application.” 

This comment will likely 
evoke serious scrutiny from 
conservatives and perhaps 
their allies in the Senate, over 
what Sotomayor believes the 
judicial branch’s role should 
be in making policy and what 
the parameters are for that 
power. 

Democrats’ difficulty ahead is 
that Obama contested Alito’s 
nomination for reasons beyond 
his expertise in the law. 

“I have no doubt that Judge 
Alito has the training and 


qualifications necessary to 
serve as a Supreme Court 
Justice. He’s a smart guy, 
there’s no indication that 
he is not a man of good 
character,” Obama said in 
January 2006. “But, when 
you look at his record, what 
is clear is that when it comes 
to his understanding of the 
Constitution, he consistently 
sides on behalf of the powerful 
against the powerless.” 

So now conservatives will 
deconstruct Sotomayor. 

Like Obama with Alito, 
conservatives have broad 
philosophical reasons to take 
issue with Sotomayor. They 
will see if they too can frame 
her in populist oppositional 
tone, but likely in terms of 
culture instead of class. Those 
remain the fault lines of party 
politics. 

How dearly though do 
conservatives want this fight? 
There is fundraising potential. 
There is the chance to 
galvanize a weary base. There 
is the opportunity to paint 
Obama as a liberal on domestic 
policy. But there is also the 
reality that almost any fight 
against Sotomayor will likely 
fail. There is the most visible 
GOP problem of challenging 
potentially the first Hispanic 
justice at the very moment 
Republicans are attempting to 
win back Hispanics. □ 
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Stocks jump after consumer confidence level surges

NEW YORK - Consumers 
are getting more confident 
about the economy, and Wall 
Street is tagging along. 

Stocks surged Tuesday, 
posting their first big win in 
a week after a research group 
said consumer sentiment rose 
in May to the highest level 
since September. 

Major stock indicators 
jumped more than 2 percent, 
including the Dow Jones 
industrial average, which 
added 196 points. 

The day’s gains nudged the 
Standard & Poor’s 500 index 
back into the plus column 
for the year and leaves the 
Nasdaq composite index up 
11 percent in 2009. The Dow 
is still down 3.5 percent. 
Investors started buying 
enthusiastically after 

the Conference Board’s 
Consumer Confidence Index 
vaulted to 54.9 from 40.8, 
soaring past the 42.3 that 
economists surveyed by 
Thomson Reuters forecast. 
Wall Street has been 
watching the index for signs 
of whether consumers might 
start shopping more or buy 
big-ticket items like cars 
and homes. Spending by 
consumers makes up more 
than two-thirds of U.S. 
economic activity, making 
their confidence critical 
for the nation to pull out of 
recession. 

“The consumer confidence 
figure is one that no one 
really pinned a lot of hopes 


on as going higher,” said Jim 
King, chief investment officer 
at National Penn Investors 
Trust Co. 

With unemployment still high 
and expected to go higher, 
many market watchers thought 
the mood on Main Street would 
remain gloomy. 

Traders saw green on their 
screens on the first day back 
from a long weekend but the 
compressed week could still 
trip up the market. Data are 
due on home sales as well as 


the economy’s overall output 
in the first three months of 
the year, and investors will be 
eyeing General Motors Corp. 
as its June 1 restructuring 
deadline approaches. 

The Dow rose 196.17, or 2.4 
percent, to 8,473.49. The 
S&P 500 index rose 23.33, 
or 2.6 percent, to 910.33, and 
the Nasdaq rose 58.42, or 3.5 
percent, to 1,750.43. 

Analysts said the day’s gains 
reveal how jumpy the market 
still is and warned that it could 


show a similar quick reaction 
to bad news. 

“What we see is lot of nervous 
money on the sidelines so it’s 
sort of this game of chicken 
when people don’t want to be 
left out of a more sustained 
rally,” said Chris Cordaro, 
chief investment officer at 
Regent Atlantic Capital LLC. 
Investors have been 
questioning whether the stock 
market’s massive two-month 
run can be sustained given the 
continuing weakness in the 


global economy in areas like 
housing and unemployment. 
Since it closed at 8,574.65 on 
May 8, the Dow has traded 
within a 300-point range, lifted 
by positive news like Tuesday’s 
consumer reading but also hurt 
by nagging worries about the 
economy. 

The Dow is up 29.4 percent 
from its 12-year low hit on 
March 9, but even with the 
recent gains it’s still 40.2 
percent below its peak in 
October 2007. □

Army chief: U.S. ready

President Barack Obama plans 
to bring U.S. combat forces 
home from Iraq in 2010, and 
the United States and Iraq 
have agreed that all American 
forces would leave by 2012. 
Although several senior U.S. 
officials have suggested Iraq 
could request an extension, 
the legal agreement the two 
countries signed last year 


would have to be amended for 
any significant U.S. presence 
to remain. 

As recently as February, 
Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates reiterated the U.S. 
commitment to the agreement 
worked out with Iraqi Prime 
Minister Nouri al-Maliki. 
“Under the Status of Forces 
Agreement with the Iraqi 
government, I intend to remove 
all U.S. troops from Iraq by the 
end of 2011,” Gates said during 
an address at Camp Lejeune 
in North Carolina. “We will 
complete this transition to 
Iraqi responsibility, and we 
will bring our troops home 
with the honor that they have 
earned.” 

The United States currently has 
about 139,000 troops in Iraq 
and 52,000 in Afghanistan. 
Obama campaigned on ending 
the Iraq war as quickly as 
possible and refocusing U.S. 
resources on what he called 
the more important fight in 
Afghanistan. 

That will not mean a major 
influx of U.S. fighting forces 
on the model of the Iraq 
“surge,” however. Obama has 



agreed to send about 21,000 
combat forces and trainers 
to Afghanistan this year. 
Combined with additional 
forces approved before former 
President George W. Bush 
left office, the United States 
is expected to have about 
68,000 troops in Afghanistan 
by the end of this year. That’s 
about double the total at the 
end of 2008, but Obama’s top 
military and civilian advisers 
have indicated the number is 
unlikely to grow much beyond 
that. 

Casey said several times that 
he wasn’t the person making 
policy, but the military was 
preparing to have a fighting 
force deployed in Iraq and 
Afghanistan for years to 
come. Casey said his planning 
envisions 10 combat brigades 
plus command and support 
forces committed to the two 
wars. 

When asked whether the 
Army had any measurement 
for knowing how big it should 
be, Casey responded, “How 
about the reality scenario?” 
This scenario, he said, must 
take into account that “we’re 


going to have 10 Army 
and Marine units deployed 
for a decade in Iraq and 
Afghanistan.” 

Casey stressed that the United 
States must be ready to take on 
sustained fights in the Middle 
East while meeting other 
commitments. 

Casey reiterated statements 
made by civilian and military 
leaders that the situation in 
Afghanistan would get worse 
before it gets better. “There’s 
going to be a big fight in the 
South,” he said. 

Casey added that training of 
local police and military in 
Afghanistan was at least a 
couple of years behind the 
pace in Iraq, and it would 
be months before the U.S. 
deployed enough trainers. 
There’s a steeper curve before 
training could be effective in 
Afghanistan, requiring three 
to five years before Afghanis 
could reach the “tipping point” 
of control. He also said the 
U.S. had to be careful about 
what assets get deployed to 
Afghanistan. “Anything you 
put in there would be in there 
for a decade,” he said.Q

Obama announced Tuesday 
he is combining White 
House staffs dealing with 
international and homeland 
security and predicted the 
change will make Americans 
safer. 

Obama also is creating 
a new office intended 
to communicate more 
effectively with other 
countries about U.S. security 
policy. 

The Homeland Security 
Council, created after the 
Sept. 11,2001, terror attacks, 
will be kept as a venue for 
discussing issues relating to 
domestic security, including 
terror, weapons of mass 
destruction, natural disasters 
and pandemic influenza. 
Its staff will be integrated 
into the National Security 
Council. 

“These decisions reflect 
the fundamental truth that 
the challenges of the 21st 
century are increasingly 
unconventional and 

transnational, and therefore 
demand a response that 
effectively integrates all 
aspects of American power,” 
Obama said in a written 
statement. 

The president’s national 
security adviser, retired 
Marine Gen. James Jones, told 


reporters the reorganization 
reflects the view that national 
security has both foreign and 
domestic components. 

“What this does is recognize 
the world as it is, not as it 
was or as we perhaps wish it 
would be,” Jones said. 

“The idea that somehow 
counterterrorism is a 
homeland security issue 
doesn’t make sense when 
you recognize the fact that 
terror around the world 
doesn’t recognize borders.” 
Similarly, issues like energy 
and cyber security need to be 
part of an integrated National 
Security Council, he said. 
Fran Townsend, who was 
President George W. Bush’s 
top adviser on homeland 
security and counterterror, 
said in an e-mail exchange 
Tuesday that the important 
issue is not how the White 
House is organized. 

“It has been my view that 
Homeland Security Council 
organization is less important 
than having direct access to 
the president and adequate 
resources,” Townsend said. 
“The administration’s new 
(security) organization 
will require the necessary 
resource allocations across 
the broad spectrum of threats 
against the United States. 
Gen. Jones and John Bre nn an 
are experienced, competent 
officials up to the task.” 
Bre nn an is the president’s 


assistant for homeland 
security and counterterror. 
The reorganization will 
retain that position. 

The National Security 
Council has historically been 
centered on State Department 
and Pentagon matters, but 
Jones made clear when he 
joined the administration 
in January that he believed 
national security must be 
addressed more broadly to 
include economic, narco¬ 
terror, arms proliferation and 
other issues. 

Obama said the newly 


expanded National Security 
staff, under Jones’ direction, 
“will end the artificial divide 
between White House staff 
who have been dealing 
with national security and 
homeland security issues.” 
The president also is creating 
a new “global engagement 


directorate” within the 
National Security Council 
to more effectively use 
diplomacy, communications 
and international aid to 
supportU. S. national security. 
Other new positions on the 
council include cybersecurity 
and transborder security. □

Obama’s selection of the 54- 
year-old Sotomayor, whose 
parents moved to New York 
City from Puerto Rico before 
her birth, is an exercise of one 
of the most significant powers 
the U.S. Constitution grants 
the American chief executive. 
Sotomayor would inject youth 
into the aging liberal wing of 


the country’s highest judicial 
panel. Justices serve until they 
retire or die, giving presidents 
an opportunity to influence 
policy long after they leave 
office. Obama’s nomination 
is the first by a Democratic 
president in 15 years. 

There is the possibility that 
Obama, before his four-year 
term is out, may be given 
the opportunity for more 
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appointments, allowing him 
to reshape the court that has, 
in recent years, moved to the 
right with President George W. 
Bush’s choice of conservative 
Justice Samuel Alito Jr. 

The White House 
announcement ceremony was 
a picture of diversity, the first 
black president, appointing 
the first Hispanic Supreme 
Court justice, joined by Vice 
President Joe Biden, who is 
white. Obama said he selected 
Sotomayor based on his 
search for a candidate with 
a “rigorous intellect” and “a 
mastery of the law” and one 
who recognized “the limits of 
the judicial role.” 
Sotomayorsaid“myhearttoday 
is bursting with gratitude” 
and called the nomination 
the “most humbling honor 
of my life.” Before selecting 
the nominee, Obama had 
said he was looking for a 


prospective high court justice 
who would bring “empathy” 
to the bench, a judge capable 
of understanding the effects of 
high court rulings on the lives 
of Americans. 

Standing next of Obama in 
the White House East Room, 
Sotomayor echoed that point, 
recalling a childhood spent in 
low income housing in New 
York’s Bronx borough, as well 
as her legal career: “I strive 
never to forget the real world 
consequences of my decisions 
on individuals, businesses and 
government.” 

If confirmed by the Senate, 
she would succeed retiring 
Justice David Souter, one of 
four reliably liberal votes on 
the nine-member court, and 
would be expected to vote 
with the liberal bloc. 

There are four equally 
dependable conservative 
votes, leaving Justice Anthony 
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Kennedy, a centrist, to cast the 
deciding ballot when the other 
members split 4-4. 

Sotomayor would join Justice 
Ruth Bader Ginsburg as the 
second woman on the current 
court, the third in history. 
Former Justice Sandra Day 
O ’ Connor was the first woman 
on the Supreme Court. 
Obama’s Democrats are just 
one Senate vote shy of the 
60 necessary to prevent a 
Republican filibuster, a tactic 
designed to delay or defeat 
a proposal. But going into 
the confirmation process an 
outright Republican attempt 
to block Sotomayor appeared 
unlikely. 

Senate Republicans pledged 
to give her a fair hearing, and 
some questioned whether she 
would base decisions on her 
personal feelings, rather than 
constitutional principles. 

Sen. Jeff Sessions of Alabama, 
the top Republican on the 
Judiciary Committee, issued a 
statement saying it will be up 
to the Senate to determine “if 
Ms. Sotomayor understands 
that the proper role of a judge 
is to act as a neutral umpire of 
the law, calling balls and strikes 
fairly without regard to one’s 
own personal preferences or 
political views.”

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California’s top court upholds gay marrlago ban

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) 
— The California Supreme 
Court upheld a voter-approved 
ban on same-sex marriage 
Tuesday, but it also decided 
that the estimated 18,000 
gay couples who wed before 
the law took effect will stay 
married. 

Demonstrators outside the 
court yelled “shame on you!” 
The 6-1 decision written by 
Chief Justice Ron George 
rejected an argument by 
gay rights activists that the 
ban revised the California 
Constitution’s equal protection 
clause to such a dramatic 
degree that it first needed the 
Legislature’s approval. 

The court said Californians 
have a right, through the 
ballot box, to change their 
constitution. “In a sense, 
petitioners’ and the attorney 
general’s complaint is that 
it is just too easy to amend 
the California Constitution 
through the initiative 
process. But it is not a proper 
function of this court to 
curtail that process; we are 
constitutionally bound to 
uphold it,” the ruling said. 
The justices said the 136-page 
majority ruling does not speak 
to whether they agree with the 
measure, Proposition 8, or 
“believe it should be a part of 
the California Constitution.” 
They said they were “limited to 
interpreting and applying the 
principles and rules embodied 
in the California Constitution, 
setting aside our own personal 
beliefs and values.” 

The announcement of the 
decision set off an outcry 


among a sea of demonstrators 
who had gathered in front of 
the San Francisco courthouse 
awaiting the ruling. Holding 
signs and many waving 
rainbow flags, they yelled 
“shame on you.” Many people 
also held hands in a chain 
around an intersection in an act 
of protest. Gay rights activists 
immediately promised to 
resume their fight, saying 
they would go back to voters 
as early as next year in a bid 
to repeal Proposition 8. 

The split decision provided 
some relief for the 18,000 
gay couples who married 
in the brief time same-sex 
marriage was legal last year 
but that wasn’t enough to dull 
the anger over the ruling that 
banned gay marriage. 

“It’s not about whether we get 
to stay married. Our fight is 
far from over,” said Jeannie 
Rizzo, 62, who was one of 
the lead plaintiffs along with 
her wife, Polly Cooper. “I 
have about 20 years left on 
this earth, and I’m going to 
continue to fight for equality 
every day.” 

The state Supreme Court 
had ruled last May that it 
was unconstitutional to deny 
gay couples the right to wed. 
Many same-sex couples 
had rushed to get married 
before the November vote on 
Proposition 8, fearing it could 
be passed. 

When the proposition did 
pass, gay rights activists went 
back to the court arguing that 
the ban was improperly put 
to voters and amounted to a 
revision — which required 
legislative approval — not 
an amendment. That was 


the issue justices decided 
Tuesday. 

“After comparing this 

initiative measure to the many 
other constitutional changes 
that have been reviewed 
and evaluated in numerous 
prior decisions of this court, 
we conclude Proposition 8 
constitutes a constitutional 
amendment rather than a 
constitutional revision,” the 
ruling said. 

Justice Carlos Moreno 

wrote the dissenting 

opinion disagreeing that the 
proposition did not change 
the constitution’s equal 
protection clause. He said the 
law denying same-sex couples 
the right to wed “strikes at 
the core of the promise of 
equality that underlies our 
California Constitution.” He 
said it represents a “drastic

The missile launches over the past two days 
came as leaders around the world condemned 
North Korea for Monday’s underground 
nuclear test and the U.N. Security Council 
debated possible new sanctions against the 
communist nation. 

Retaliatory options were limited, however, 
and no one was talking publicly about military 
action. 

South Korea’s mass-circulation Chosun Ilbo 
newspaper reported that U.S. spy satellites have 
detected steam coming from a reprocessing 
facility at North Korea’s main Yongbyon 
nuclear plant, indicating the North has restarted 
the reprocessing of spent nuclear fuel rods to 
harvest weapons-grade plutonium. 

Its report quoted unnamed officials. South 
Korea’s Defense Ministry and the National 
Intelligence Service — the country’s main spy 
agency — said they cannot confirm the report. 
The North had said it would begin reprocessing 
in protest over international criticism of its 
April 5 rocket launch. 

North Korea also test-fired three short-range 
missiles Tuesday, including one late at night, 
from the east coast city of Hamhung, according 
to South Korea’s Yonhap news agency. South 
Korea’s spy chief confirmed two other missiles 
were launched Monday, but reports put the 
number at three Monday for a total of six. 

More could be planned. North Korea has 
warned ships to stay away from waters off 
its west coast through Wednesday, suggesting 
more test flights. 

Details of Monday’s nuclear test may take days 
to confirm, but Russian defense officials said 
the blast was roughly as strong as the bombs 
dropped on the Japanese cities of Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki in World War II and was stronger 
than North Korea’s first test in 2006. 

In New York, U.N. diplomats said key nations 
were discussing a Security Council resolution 
that could include new sanctions against 
North Korea. 

Ambassadors from the five permanent veto- 
wielding council members — the United States, 
Russia, China, Britain and France — as well as 


Japan and South Korea were expected to meet 
soon, the diplomats said, speaking on condition 
of anonymity because the meeting is private. 
The Security Council met in emergency 
session Monday and condemned the nuclear 
test. Council members said they would follow 
up with a new legally binding resolution. 
France’s deputy U.N. ambassador Jean-Pierre 
Lacroix said his government wants a resolution 
to “include new sanctions ... because this 
behavior must have a cost and a price to pay.” 
It was too early to say what those sanctions 
might be and whether China and Russia, both 
close allies of North Korea, will go along. 

In an unusual step, China strongly reproached 
its close ally. 

Chinese Foreign Ministry spokesman Ma 
Zhaoxu reiterated that Beijing “resolutely 
opposed” the nuclear test. It urged Pyongyang 
to return to negotiations under which it had 
agreed to dismantle its atomic program. 

North Korea is “trying to test whether they 
can intimidate the international community” 
with its nuclear and missile activity, said Susan 
Rice, U.S. ambassador to the United Nations. 
“But we are united, North Korea is isolated, 
and pressure on North Korea will increase,” 
Rice said. 

Diplomats acknowledged, however, that there 
were limits to the international response and that 
past sanctions have had only spotty results. 
North Korea blamed the escalating tensions in 
the region on Washington, saying the U.S. was 
building up its forces, and defended its nuclear 
test as a matter of self-preservation. 

An editorial in the North’s Rodong Sinmun 
newspaper called the United States 
“warmongers” and said Washington’s recent 
announcement about sending fighter planes 
to Japan “lay bare the sinister and dangerous 
scenario of the U.S. to put the Asia-Pacific 
region under its military control.” 

At the Conference on Disarmament in Geneva, 
An Myong Han, a diplomat from the North 
Korean mission, said his country “could not 
but take additional self-defense measures, 
including nuclear tests and the test launch of 
long-range missiles, in order to safeguard our 
national interest.’Q 


President of Niger dissolves parliament

NIAMEY, Niger (AP) 
— The president of Niger 
issued a decree on Tuesday 
dissolving the West African 
country’s parliament after 
he lost a court battle to 
change the constitution so 
he could run for a third term 
in office. 

President Mamadou 

Tandja’s decree was read 
on state-owned radio, and 
it gave no reason for his 
decision for the dissolution 
of the assembly. 

However, it came hours 
after Niger’s constitutional 
court rejected Tandja’s call 


to change the constitution 
so he can run for a third 
term as the country’s leader. 
Insiders say Tandja was 
punishing parliament for 
having failed to support him 
in his bid to do that. 

Tandja won his first 
term in 1999 after his 
military predecessor was 
assassinated. 

This month, he suggested 
holding a referendum on 
ending the two-term limit 
on the presidency. The 
issue was taken up by the 
parliament, which referred 
it to the constitutional 
court. The court announced 
late Monday that Tandja’s 


referendum bid would be 
“illegal” and that “under 
no circumstances can he 
change the constitution 
without violating his oath.” 
Democracy is very much 
a work in progress in 
Africa, and only a handful 
of countries have had 
two or more successful 
transfers of power from 
one democratically elected 
leader to another. 

Calling for a third term 
and trying to change the 
constitution to make that 
possible are a co mm on 
strategy among entrenched 
African leaders trying to 
cling on to power. □ 
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Mexico detains 10 mayors for alleged drug ties

MEXICO CITY (AP) 
— Federal forces detained 
10 mayors and 18 other 
officials Tuesday for allegedly 
protecting one of Mexico’s 
most violent drug cartels in an 
unprecedented anti-corruption 
sweep in the Pacific coast state 
of Michoacan. 

Soldiers and federal agents 
fanned out across President 
Felipe Calderon’s native state 
to carry out the operation, 
which an expert called a blow 
to the political class tied to 
traffickers in Michoacan. 

The officials, who had been 
under investigation for six 
months, allegedly leaked 
sensitive information and 
provided protection to La 
Familia cartel, said Ricardo 
Najera, a spokesman for the 
federal Attorney General’s 
Office. He declined to 
give more details to avoid 
compromising the case. 

More than 200 federal agents 
burst into the state attorney 
general’s office in Morelia to 
detain three of the officials. 
Most of the mayors were 
from towns in a mountainous 
region where there have 
been numerous beheadings 
and federal agents recently 
found 22 methamphetamine 
laboratories. Among those 
detained was the mayor of 


Uruapan, where La Familia 
gunmen dumped five human 
heads on a bar dance floor in 
2006, the Attorney General’s 
Office said in a statement. 

The mayors came from 
different parties, including 
Calderon’s own conservative 
National Action Party. 

The detentions of elected 
officials show how Mexican 
cartels have infiltrated the 
country’s political structure 
and how far-reaching their 
control is in rural Mexico, 
said Victor Clark, an expert on 
trafficking based in the drug- 
plagued northern border city 
of Tijuana. 

It also marks a first for the 
federal government, which 
has arrested scores of corrupt 
police officers in the past but 
has never gone after such a 
large group of mayors. 

“This is a huge blow to 
the cartel. These ties are 
indispensable for the operation 
of these organizations,” 
said Clark, director of the 
Binational Center for Human 
Rights in Tijuana. “But until 
now the government has never 
dared to touch the political 
classes tied to drug trafficking. 
For me this is an important 
step.” 

High-ranking state police 
officials and two municipal 
police chiefs were among those 
detained Tuesday, including

state police academy director 
Mario Bautista and the state 
governor’s adviser, Citlalli 
Fernandez, who also is the 
former public safety secretary, 
the Attorney General’s Office 
said. 

Meanwhile, the federal Public 
Safety Department paraded 
before the news media 11 
suspected La Familia members 


who were detained late 
Monday and early Tuesday 
in the states of Michoacan 
and Mexico, among them a 
former Michoacan state police 
officer. 

Najera declined to say whether 
those arrests were related to 
the Michoacan operation. 

The sweep drives home

JERUSALEM (AP) — Israel 
would dismantle nearly two

Defense Minister Ehud Barak 
will bring the new proposal 
to senior American officials 
during his visit to Washington 
next week, the Israeli officials 
said. 

They spoke on condition 
of anonymity because the 
proposal has not yet been 
officially submitted.

because only a few thousand 
people live there, generally 
in tents or mobile homes.

Several have turned into full- 
fledged settlements. 

Under the terms of the U.S.- 
backed “road map” plan for 
Mideast peace, Israel is to 
both take down the outposts 
and halt building in existing 
settlements.

2003. 

As Netanyahu comes under 
U.S. pressure to halt settlement 
and support creation of a 
Palestinian state, his hard-line 
supporters are pushing him 
from the other end to resist 
concessions. 

On Tuesday, Deputy Prime 
Minister Moshe Yaalon and 
hawkish legislators from the 
ruling Likud Party proposed 
alternatives to a Palestinian 
state in the West Bank and 
Gaza. At a conference in 
parliament, they said Israel 
should annex parts of the 
West Bank, while turning over 
Palestinian population centers 
to Jordanian jurisdiction. 
Neither the Palestinians 
nor Jordan accept such an 


idea, and Jordan’s foreign 
minister summoned Israel’s 
ambassador to protest. 

The legislators said past peace 
plans calling on Israel to 
give up captured land to the 
Palestinians have failed. 

The “Western way of thinking 
has proven irrelevant and 
dangerous to this region,” 
Yaalon said. 

Palestinian President 

Mahmoud Abbas is to meet 
Obama at the White House 
on Thursday, and Ahmed 
Qureia, the chief Palestinian 
negotiator, said the demand for 
a complete settlement freeze 
will be the main issue. 

“Any attempt to maneuver 
on the implementation of the 
road map regarding settlement 
activities is unacceptable,” 
Qureia told The Associated 
Press on Tuesday. 

Abbas has said there is 
no point to meeting with 
Netanyahu unless he freezes 
settlement construction and 
agrees to open negotiations 
on Palestinian independence. 
Netanyahu has agreed to 
renew talks, but has resisted 
U.S. pressure to voice support 
for Palestinian statehood. 

The U.S. considers the 
settlements — home to nearly 
300,000 Israelis — obstacles 
to peace because they are 
built on captured territory the 
Palestinians claim for a future 


state. 

But Netanyahu and Barak 
both say the 121 existing 
settlements must be allowed to 
expand for “natural growth,” 
the ill-defined term Israel uses 
for population growth in the 
settlements. 

Settlers have put up an 
estimated 100 outposts 
since the early 1990s 
without government 

authorization but with the 
knowledge of an array of 
government officials. Under 
the road map, some two 
dozen are to be tom down. 
On Thursday, Israeli 
forces knocked down one 
outpost, Maoz Esther. 
But settlers vowed to 
rebuild, and on Tuesday 
a group of youths were at 
the site erecting wooden 
structures. No security 
forces were in evidence. 
Netanyahu has clashed 
with members of his 
hawkish Cabinet in recent 
days over dismantling 
outposts, signaling the 
internal difficulties he 
would face if he tries to 
take stiffer action against 
settlement constmction. 
Barak, the official 
authorized to order outpost 
demolitions, has taken little

AMMAN, Jordan (AP) — 
U.S. ally Jordan must stop 
the detentions of thousands 
without trial each year and 
annul a 5 5-year-old law that 
allows people to be held 
without due process, a leading 
international rights group 
demanded Tuesday. 

New York-based Human 
Rights Watch said this type of 
detention undermines the rule 
of law in Jordan. 

The kingdom has in the past 
been criticized for prolonged 
detentions, treatment of 
prisoners or holding of 
suspects without charge, 
including by the U.S. State 
Department, although it has 
taken some steps to improve 
its human rights record and 
introduce more reforms. 
Jordanian authorities hold 
more than 10,000 people every 
year — one in five inmates 
— based on the law, said Joe 
Stork, HRW deputy chief for 


Middle East and North Africa. 
None go on trial and all that 
is required for their detention 
is a governor’s signature, he 
said. 

“They are detained but without 
the process of a judicial 
procedure,” Stork said at a 
news conference in the capital 
Amman where HRW released a 
56-page report on the practice. 
“It’s a way of short-circuiting 
the judicial system.” 

Jordanian officials were not 
immediately available for 
comment. But Christoph 
Wilcke, a researcher on Jordan 
for Human Rights Watch, 
said Jordanian authorities 
have already agreed to take a 
closer look at the law and its 
implementation. 

The report detailed what 
the group condemned as a 
widespread practice in the 
kingdom. It was the first time 
Human Rights Watch called 
for the abolition of the law, 
which the Jordan’s National 
Center for Human Rights has 


also criticized. 

The 1954 law allows 
authorities to detain people by 
“a simple administrative act, 
without having to show, much 
less prove, that a crime has 
been committed,” HRW said. 
The group also criticized 
the language of the statute 
as “excessively vague,” 
allowing the detention of 
those considered a “danger 
to the people.” That phrase 
that opens the door to routine 
abuse and makes it difficult to 
challenge such detentions in 
a court of law, Human Rights 
Watch said. “That’s why it is 
so important that we get rid 
of this law and move all the 
criminal cases into the criminal 
justice system,” Wilcke said. 
Stork said no other country 
in the Mideast does this, 
explaining why his group 
singled out Jordan. However, 
other countries in the region 
hold people in detention 
for long periods based on 
emergency laws or detain 


them for political reasons. 
Jordan also uses the law to hold 
prisoners whose sentences 
have expired as well as people 
arrested on suspicion of a 
crime but are granted release 
on bail, Human Rights Watch 
said. Women victims of family 
violence, men facing “tribal 
revenge,” and foreigners 
without proper identification 
or residency documents are

also detained, it said. 

In 2008, 14,053 people were 
detained in Jordan under this 
law, Wilcke said. But it was 
unclear how many had “ever 
committed any crime.” And 
two years earlier, authorities 
detained 20,071 people, he 
said. Wilcke said the HRW 
hoped the move would 
“breathe new life into this 
discussion. ”□

Nuggets even western finals against lakers at 2-2

DENVER (AP) — The Denver 
Nuggets evened the Western 
Conference finals Monday, 
beating the Los Angeles 
Lakers 120-101 in Game 4 
despite a hobbled Carmelo 
Anthony. 

Chauncey Billups and J.R. 
Smith scored 24 points and 
Kenyon Martin posted a 
double-double as the Nuggets 
claimed their eighth blowout 
of the postseason but first 
against Los Angeles following 
three games that came down 
to the final seconds. 

The Nuggets didn’t need 
to worry about a botched 
inbounds pass in the closing 
seconds like the ones that cost 
them wins in Games 1 and 
3, although Kobe Bryant had 
another monster fourth quarter 
in a furious attempt to put a 
stranglehold on the series that 
shifts to Los Angeles for Game 
5 Wednesday. 

Bryant, who is averaging 37 
points in the series, scored 
34, including 14 in the fourth 


quarter. 

He put a scare into the Nuggets 
and their fans until Smith 
hit back-to-back dagger 3- 
pointers for a 113-96 cushion. 
Anthony finished with a hard- 
fought 15 points, and Martin 
had 13 points and 15 boards. 
The game featured four 
technical fouls and 84 free 
throws, 49 by Denver. 

‘Melo’s shooting slump 
continued as he went 3-for- 
16 and missed his first 10 
shots. Making matters worse, 
he turned his right ankle in 
the first half. At the break, 
he needed fluids and had his 
ankle retaped, then returned 
with a dogged determination 
to help the Nuggets however 
he could to pull even in the 
series. 

Bryant and Pau Gasol (21 
points) kept the Lakers within 
striking distance. The Lakers 
cut a 16-point deficit to 102-92 
on four Bryant free throws with 
3:49 left thanks to technicals 
on Martin and Anthony. The 
Nuggets relied on a balanced 
attack with Anthony ailing — 


seven players scored in double 
digits — and while they still 
weren’t very good from the 
floor (44 percent), they did 
work the ball around for 
better looks, attacked the lane 
more and got to the line. This 
accomplished exactly what all 
those misfirings couldn’t in 
Game 3 — energize the Pepsi 
Center crowd. 

The Nuggets, who haven’t lost 
back-to-back home games all 
season, were coming off their 
first loss in the Mile High City 
since March 9. They knew they 
blew a golden opportunity 48 
hours earlier by trying for the 
dagger and misfiring on 22 of 
27 3 -pointers — and after three 
of the conversions, they gave 
back a point with technical 
free throws, no less. 

“So, we were really 2-for-27,” 
Nuggets coach George Karl 
cracked before tip-off. 

This time, they shot 7-for-24 
from 3-point range. One of 
them was Billups’ pull-up 3 
after a steal by Smith that gave 
Denver an 83-70 lead with 10

PARIS (AP) — Serena 
Williams struggled to close her 
match at a windy French Open 
on Tuesday, wasting eight 
match points before finally 
beating Klara Zakopalova of 
the Czech Republic 6-3, 6-7 
(5), 6-4. 

Second-seeded Williams 
was broken twice during the 
second set, including when 
she was serving for the match 
at 5-4. At 5-3 with Zakopalova 
serving, she had five match 
points but couldn’t end it. 

“I just played horrendous,” 
Williams said. “I was a little 
nervous because I hadn’t won 
a match on clay all year.” 
Zakopalova saved three more 
match points before holding to 
5-3 in the third set, then broke 
Williams in the next game to 
get back on serve. 

“I think Serena will be playing 
better and better each round, 
so it was the best chance to 
at least play with her or beat 
her,” Zakopalova said. “She’s 
Serena.” 

Williams completed her 
Serena Slam at the French 
Open in 2002, winning her 
fourth straight Grand Slam 
title. If she wins at Roland 
Garros this year, she’ll have 
won three majors in a row 
after victories at the U.S. Open 
and the Australian Open. She 
reached the final at Wimbledon 
last year, but lost to big sister 
Venus in the final. 

“Now hopefully I’ll start 
playing better,” the 10-time 
Grand Slam champion said. 
Fifth-seeded Jelena Jankovic, 
No. 4 Elena Dementieva and 
No. 7 Svetlana Kuznetsova 
also advanced among the 
women, while No. 4 Novak 
Djokovic, No. 5 Juan Martin 
del Potro, No. 9 Jo-Wilfried 
Tsonga and 2003 champion 
Juan Carlos Ferrero made it 
through on the men’s side. 
Jankovic dominated her 
opponent before a 2-hour 
rain delay, and then did well 
enough after it to beat Petra 
Cetkovska of the Czech 
Republic 6-2, 6-3. 

The Serb, a recent No. 1, was 
leading 4-1 when the rain 
started at Roland Garros. 
She quickly completed the 
first set when play resumed 
and continued to play well 


on Cetkovska’s serve in the 
second but was broken twice 
on her own. 

“I was controlling the points 
... but then we had to stop 
because of the rain,” Jankovic 
said. “I felt a little bit slow 
after the rain delay.” 

While serving for the match, 
Jankovic again struggled 
and was forced to save break 
points before prevailing. 

“The serve was all right. I 
didn’t go for too much,” said 
Jankovic, who added the 
balls were heavier than usual 
because of the wet weather. 
“I just tried to have a high 
percentage.” 

Jankovic finished last season 
as the top-ranked player on 
the women’s tour, but the 24- 
year-old Serb is still looking 
to win her first Grand Slam 
singles title after losing in the 
final of last year’s U.S. Open. 
Kuznetsova defeated Claire 
Feuerstein of France 6-1, 6-4. 
The 2004 U.S. Open champion 
also dominated before the rain 
started falling, leading 5-1. 

No. 31 Peng Shuai of China 
was the only seeded woman to 
lose Tuesday, falling to Maria 
Jose Martinez Sanchez of 
Spain 1-6, 6-2, 6-4. 

Djokovic advanced when 
Nicolas Lapentti of Ecuador 
retired while trailing 6-3, 3- 
1 after injuring his left ankle. 
Lapentti hurt his ankle while 
approaching the net at 5-2 
in the first set. He called for 
a trainer but then continued 
playing. The fourth-seeded 
Djokovic, who won his fourth 
career title on clay at this 
month’s Serbia Open, has 
reached the semifinals at the 
French Open for the last two 
years. He also won the 2008 
Australian Open. 

Del Potro had little trouble in 
his opening match at Roland 
Garros, beating Michael 
Llodra of France 6-3, 6-3, 6- 
1. The Argentine won four 
straight ATP titles last year, 
the first two on clay. 

No. 27 Rainer Schuettler of 
Germany narrowly avoided 
a “triple bagel” after being 
shut out in the first two sets 
of a 6-0, 6-0, 6-4 loss to Marc 
Gicquel of France. 

On Friday, Schuettler lost 
to Robin Soderling 6-0, 6- 
0 at the ATP World Team 
Championship in Germany. □

MINNEAPOLIS - The NFL 
filed notice Tuesday that 
it plans to appeal a federal 
judge’s ruling in the case of 
two Minnesota Vikings players 
facing suspensions over their 
positive tests for a banned 
drug.

Paul Magnuson threw out 
most of the claims by Vikings 
defensive tackles Kevin 
Williams and Pat Williams. He 
also dismissed a lawsuit brought 
by the NFL players’ union 
on behalf of the Williamses 
and three New Orleans Saints 
players also facing suspension. 
But Magnuson remanded the 
Williamses’ two remaining 
claims to state court. 

In Tuesday’s filing, attorneys 
for the NFL said they will ask 
the 8th Circuit Court of Appeals 
to review whether Magnuson 
misapplied federal law when he 
didn’t dismiss those two claims 
outright. 

The NFL Players Association 
and the Williamses say NFL 
officials knew a weight-loss 
supplement called StarCaps 
contained the banned diuretic 
bumetanide back in 2006, 
even though it wasn’t listed on 
the label, and that the league

should have notified players 
and federal regulators. The NFL 
bans bumetanide because it can 
be used as a masking agent for 
steroids. 

The Williamses were not 
accused of taking steroids. 

The Williamses, who are not 
related, are seeking to have 
their four-game suspensions 
overturned, as well as monetary 
damages. An injunction 
allowing the Williamses to 
continue playing remains in 
place. 

In his ruling last Friday,

SUCRE, Bolivia (Reuters) - Los lideres 
opositores regionales de Bolivia llamaron 
el martes a definir, a mas tardar en junio, 
un “frente amplio” con un candidato unico 
para enfrentar al presidente izquierdista Evo 
Morales en comicios generates previstos para 
el 6 de diciembre. 

Con esa estrategia la oposicion intentara en 
una carrera contra el tiempo quitar votos a 
Morales, quien buscara la reeleccion y que 
segun diversas encuestas goza del respaldo 
mayoritario de la poblacion.

dirigente campesino Alejo Veliz. 

Otros potenciales candidatos de la oposicion 
son el ex presidente derechista Jorge Quiroga, 
su hasta ahora aliado el presidente del Senado 
Oscar Ortiz y el magnate del cemento y las 
hamburguesas Samuel Doria Medina.Q
